—The Cemetery Club 

Ellen Burstyn, Olympia Dukakis, and Diane 
Ladd team up for the happy/sad and totally en- 
joyable romp called The Cemetery Club. 

It’s a story of lifetime friends, three couples 
about to become three singles with the demise of 
their respective spouses, one year after another, 
after some 35-40 years of marriage each. 

The film opens with the three couples heading 
to a friend’s wedding. The bride (Lainie Kazan ina 
funny, funny performance) is running through rich 
Jewish husbands at an incredible rate, recycling 
the same wedding dress, getting a larger diamond 
every time, and never letting her heart get involv- 
ed. 

From that picture-perfect social setting, the 
scene shifts over three years with three vignettes 
of caskets; our women are now alone. 

Dukakis is the conservative, mourning deeply, 
unready and unwilling to concede that there is life 
after mourning. 

Ladd is flamboyant, ready to hit the singles 
scene with a vengeance, masking her insecurities 
and loneliness with false bravado and ag- 
gressiveness. 

Burstyn is torn between the two friends and the 
alternatives they represent; never more torn than 
when she meets widower and former cop turned 
cab driver Danny Aiello, who is also ritualizing 
cemetery visits. 

The coming of retirement age bounces from 
hilarious highs to poignant lows, as it captures 
the resiliency and the underlying commitment 
and love inherent in true friendship. 

As they work their way into this change of life 
and lifestyle, the realism hits home with a 
vengeance. 

The Cemetery Club was nothing short of a pure 
delight; a film to be savored. The performances of 
its cast are superb.

The Crying Game with its six Oscar nods has 
worked its way from Northampton (where it grew 
roots at the Academy of Music) to West Spr- 
ingfield (where it won't). 

It begins with the seduction and abduction by 
the IRA of a black English soldier and the first half 
hour is intense and intriguing viewing, as captor 
and captive explore each others fears and feel- 
ings and forge a tenuous bond; not friendship, not 
hate—simply a bond. 


The soldier's death is inevitable; the aftermath . 


equally so, as the captor flees the military 
slaughter of his confederates and heads into the 
city to find and confront the soldier's beautiful 
girlfriend, a girl he is captivated by. 

But though he finds her, he does not confront 
her with the truth, falling instead into a relation- 
ship of unusual proportions. 

Meanwhile, the IRA is looking for him, hoping to 
put him back into play in the arena of political ter- 
rorism. 

As multiple plots unfold and intertwine, | will 
not be the one to give away the pivotal sexual 
secret of the screenplay—the piece of informa- 
tion upon which all other action and reaction 
hinges, information which provides a dark, black 
humor beneath the political and emotional ten- 
sion.

* Superman The Movie 

Director: Richard Donner. 1978. Rated PG. 2 hours 
and 24 minutes. Starring: Marlon Brando, Gene 
Hackman, Christopher Reeve, Ned Beatty, Jackie 
Cooper, Glenn Ford, Trevor Howard, Margot Kidder, 
and Valerie Perrine. 

Richard Donner brings the Man of Steel to life 
in this epic film that represents the title character 
realistically while simultaneously remaining 
faithful to the character's comic book origin. 

Christopher Reeve delivers a memorable perfor- 
mance as Superman by bringing human emotion 
to. the character. Marlon Brando plays 
Superman’s natural father, Jor-El. Gene Hackman 
brings Lex Luthor to life with all the character’s 
contempt and humor. Other notable perfor- 
mances include Margot Kidder as the feisty Lois 
Lane; Jackie Cooper as ‘Daily Planet’ editor, 
Perry White; and Mare McClure as the young 
photojournalist, Jimmy Olsen. 

Stunning visual effects combined with the 
powerful soundtrack by John Williams suc- 
cessfully gets your adrenaline pumping, especial- 
ly during the high intensity rescue scenes.

Starring: Gene Hackman, Christopher 
Reeve, Ned Beatty, Jackie Cooper, Sarah Douglas, 
Margot Kidder, Jack O'Halloran, and Valerie Perrine. 

The adventure continues! Christopher Reeve 
dons the famous costume again in this second 
(and possibly superior) film in the ongoing Super- 
man series. 

Three outlaws, imprisoned in the dreaded Phan- 
tom Zone by Superman’s Kryptonian father Jor-El 
in Superman The Movie, escape their eternal im- 
prisonment to descend upon Earth, bringing 
destruction in their wake. Possessing the same 
incredible powers of Superman, they plan for the 
conquest of Earth. Meanwhile, Superman is busy 
realizing his love for Lois Lane. 

Reeve expands upon his character's emotions 
in this film, furthering the illustration of his 
human-like qualities initiated by the first film. All 
of the original actors return to reprise their roles 
from the first film, adding further appeal to Super- 
man IT. 

This film is everything you’d expect after view- 
ing the first epic. It has the visual effects, it has 
the drama, it has the high quality characteriza- 
tions, and it has more action and thrills than its 
predecessor. Superman is still flying high! 4

and 6 minutes. Starring: Jack Nicholson, Michael 
Keaton, and Kim Basinger. i 

Tim Burton’s dark and gothic tale about the 
famed Caped Crusader quickly became one of the 
most successful motion pictures of all time, and it 
deservedly still enjoys this status. 

Michael Keaton plays the Dark Knight as he 
should have been portrayed from the beginning. 
Jack Nicholson delivers an absolutely incredible, 
performance as the psychotic (and consequently 
hilarious) Joker. Kim Basinger plays Vicki Vale, 
Bruce Wayne’s love interest from the comics. 

With Batman, Burton has created his own uni- 
que world. This world, as dreary as it is, is so 
creative that the audience enjoys being there. 
Danny Elfman, in the John Williams tradition, per- 
forms the appropriately ominous soundtrack that 
complements Burton’s decayed Gotham City 
perfectly. 

This clever setting also aids in the intense in- 
terest the viewer has in the Joker. The brightly 
clad villain stands out amidst the dark setting. 
Not to mention that Nicholson played the Joker 
as only he could. 

Batman boasts great acting, an artistic setting, 
stellar visuals, and a high-quality soundtrack. If 
you've already seen it, watch it again; if you 
haven't, then sit back and let Batman take you 
away. It’s true escapism in its purest form! 4 
STARS. (Mature audiences.) 

* Batman Returns 

Director: Tim Burton. 1992. 2 hours and 6 minutes. 

Starring: Michael Keaton, Danny DeVito, and Michelle 
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Pfeiffer. 


In Tim Burton’s lavish sequel to-his immensely 
popular Batman, Michael Keaton returns as the ti- 
tle character. This time, however, he has twice as 
many problems. He has to deal with Danny 
DeVito’s grotesque Penguin and Michelle 
Pfeiffer’s seductive Catwoman. 

This film is characteristic of Tim Burton’s 
unusual style of filmmaking. Gotham City is just 
as dark and decrepit as it was in the original. The 
extremely lofty architecture makes the com- 
paratively tiny people seem insignificant and lost. 
This attractive attribute of Burton’s ever-weird 
world immediately associates itself with the 
redeeming power of Batman, Gotham’s only hope 
for reprieve. 

Keaton further explores the psyche of Bruce 
Wayne/Batman to hold the audience’s interest in 
his character as well as the Penguin and the Cat- 
woman. DeVito’s Penguin, in all its repulsive 
glory, exemplifies the fusion of elements of em- 
pathy and disgust simultaneously. Pfeiffer’s 
schizophrenic Catwoman does not challenge Bat- 
man’s brains or brawn, but his manhood. 

Her unconscious belief that Catwoman and her 
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alter ego, Selina Kyle, are two different people br- 
ings a curious interest to her character. She loves 
Batman as Selina Kyle, but hates herself for it 
when she is Catwoman. This makes for spec- 
tacular entertainment during the confrontation 
scenes between the two where she seems to take 
her anger out on Batman. The Penguin comes into 
play when he and Catwoman plot to kill Batman. 

When all three characters finally confront each 
other, their respective vendettas surface—Bat- 
man’s vendetta against evil; Penguin’s vendetta 
against the human race; and Catwoman’s vendet- 
ta against men. This is the highly successful 
quality that makes Batman Returns work so well. 

Batman Returns proved to be af excellent sequel 
to Batman. \t delivers the same explosive enter- 
tainment that made the original film such an 
awesome success, especially during the an- 
ticipated, high-intensity scenes with The Bat, The 
Cat, and The Penguin! 4 STARS. (Mature au- 
diences.)

The Wild And The Restless 


It’s an aggravating time of year, this stretch bet~ 
ween mid-January and the spring when people are 
more apt to feel irritable and restless. It is at this 
time of the year that some of us take on prickly 
personalities as a result of the lack of sunshine 
during the winter. 

The majority of us muddle through until spring, 
cranky but functional. | usually devote a signifi- 
cant amount of time contemplating escape to Bar- 
bados, St. Croix, or anywhere on the equator. | 
have very little patience for waiting in line, crazy 
drivers, or anyone tactless enough to suggest that 
| might be wrong about anything. 

The following is a recipe for people who are 
tired of winter and probably most everything else. 
The dish is soothing and will make you feel better. 
Cook up some of this, turn on some nice music, 
and just sit back and be good to yourself. 

| would not turn the television on, especially the 
evening news, if you want to be soothed. 


PASTITSIO 
Serves 6 
3 large onions 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon salt, or to taste 
2 pounds lean ground round steak 
Ye cup water 
3 tablespoons olive oil 
114% oz. can whole peeled tomatoes, drained 
‘2 teaspoon nutmeg 
Ys pound large macaroni, cooked 
2 cups milk 
3 eggs 
Y2 cup fresh grated Parmesan cheese 

In a large skillet, cook the onions with the cin- 
namon and salt over low heat for almost 20 
minutes. Add the beef and water and cook, stirr- 
ing, until the water has evaporated. Add the olive 
oil and cook and stir until the onions and beef are 
lightly browned. Add the tomatoes, nutmeg, 
macaroni, and more salt, if needed. Turn the mix- 
ture into a 9x5” loaf pan. 

For the custard topping, heat the milk. Beat the 
eggs, and carefully stir in some of the hot milk, 
then add to the pan with the milk and cook over 
low heat, stirring, until the mixture has thickened, 
about 5 minutes. Pour over the meat mixture and 
sprinkle with Parmesan cheese. Bake in a 
preheated 325F oven for 30 minutes, or until the 
custard has set but is still soft.

Japanese Teahouse Exhibit Offers 
Exotic Flavor At Robinson Park

The public is invited to view an exquisite 
Japanese teahouse re-creation being. exhibited 
over the next two months in Robinson Park 
Elementary School’s front showcase. 

“Ma Do Ka” (a place where everything goes 
well) was built by fourth grade teachers Andy 
Bower and Patricia Burnett as part of their unit of 
study on multicultures. Bower has travelled to 
Japan and brought many. collectibles back with 
him which will be on display. 

Bower and Mrs. Burnett plan to change some of 
the teahouse’s exhibit over the two months. 
Presently, the “tokunoma” or display area con- 
tains a delicate porcelain doll robed in a printed 
ruby-red, traditional kimono set next to a hard- 
carved lantern. 

Bower said, “In a Japanese house, the 
tokunoma is where they put something of beauty 
to stare at and meditate.” 

The walls, floor, ceiling, and roofing have all 
been built with actual materials or those that 
closely resemble those used in an authentic 
Japanese teahouse. In 1988, Bower and Mrs. 
Burnett built a Japanese teahouse for the 
showcase and invited Mount Holyoke College pro- 
fessor Nini Marshall to the school 'to show the 
students’ calligraphy. 

There is a real Japanese teahouse at the col- 
lege where Mrs. Marshall performed tea 
ceremonies. Bower noted, ‘“‘She was surprised at 
how authentic our teahouse was.” 

Future Additions To The Teahouse 

Robinson Park will be changing the showcase 
by adding samples of clothing and food, new ar- 
tifacts, and ceremonial ornaments “‘to share what 
we are learning in the fourth grade with the rest of

the school,” said Bower. 

Bower and Mrs. Burnett both belong to the 
Asian Studies of several local colleges (such as 
Smith College and UMASS) and attend meetings 
on calligraphy. 

Mrs. Burnett said, “We have calligraphy kits for 
each child to make their own ink. The children are 
making their own paper and doing calligraphy. 
They will be learning basic sounds of the two 
easiest ways of writing Japanese: Hiragana and 
Katakana.” (Each of these forms of calligraphy 
contains 51 characters or symbols.) 

The ‘“‘sumi” or ink for calligraphy is made by 
burning oil. The soot (carbon) is formed into small 
rectangular shapes, and different scents (such as 
pine) can be added. A few drops of water are then 
added to the sumi while rubbing it on a stone ina 
box called a suzuribako. ; 

Bower noted, “They will also be learning 
origami and ikebana (or flower arranging). They 
are learning about the culture and Japan itself, 
and comparing it to things in this country. 

“This country is so influenced by Japan on the 
West Coast and Hawaii, and it is even felt on the 
East Coast,” he said. 

Mrs. Burnett said they had also purchased 
videos from the Japanese Society in New York 
(when conducting this project in 1988 under the 
School Improvement Council funds). “The video 
shows the children about modern Japan,’ she 
said. 

Mrs. Burnett concluded, “We will bind all the ar- 
tifacts into a culminating book at the end of the 
unit. It will be sown together as a Japanese book 
would be.”

Clifford P. Kibbe gymnasium at Agawam High 
School will be rocking this Saturday night as the 
Brownie girls’ and boys’ basketball teams will 
take the court (back to back) and try to advance 
through the quarterfinal rounds of the Western 
Mass tournament.

Agawam split a pair with Northampton this 
season, as each team picked up a victory on its 
home floor during league play.

A win in that ballgame for Agawam would send 
it to a fourth Division | finals appearance in six 
years against the winner of the opposite tourna- 
ment bracket.

Mike DaSilva was involved in a nailbaiting 7-3 
win over Matt Fiorini of Pittsfield in the finals for 
his victory.

Clark would drop a 9-6 decision to Paul Kelly of 
Cathedral in the finals, but the kid that was the 
team manager one year earlier had to be ecstatic 
about his finish. 

Petrangelo may have duplicated the crowd 
response meter when he worked some late semi- 
final magic_of his own by outlasting Jason Kalish 
of Putnam. It was a superior, reach-down-deep 
performance late in the third to overcome a big 
lead; he won by a skinny point. He faced long-time 
nemesis Kevin Slowick of Westfield and dropped 
an 11-2 major decision in the finals. 3 


Saliba also had an old foe with which to con- 
tend when he squared off with Tim Weatherbe of 
Central in the finals. Saliba had lost a 1-0 match 
with Weatherbe in the season’s final dual meet, 
and then fell again 6-2 in the Western Mass cham- 
pionships. Saliba had a pin and a major decision 
victory in his two previous matches. 

Jeremy Jacobsen brought home the third-place 
prize for Agawam by winning 4-2 in overtime in the 
third-place match. He had the unfortunate chance 
to wrestle Adrien Lewis (the eventual champ at 
152) in the semi-finals and Jacobsen got stuck at 
1:20 in that one. He earned a pin in the quarter- 
finals and was awarded a default victory in the 
second-round consolations. 

Dan Vargas got sixth place for Agawam at 140 
pounds. He was an emergency starter for the 
Brownies ‘when second-seeded Andrew Ingham 
was unable to make weight for the title chase due 
to an injury he suffered three weeks prior to the 
end of the season. Vargas accorded himself well 
by winning two matches during the champion- 
ships, and Coach Phil Tomkiel expects big things 
from this talented young grappler. 

Matt Bryant earned a 53-second pin in his first 
match at 130 pounds. But, the sixth seed had trou- 
ble thereafter and was eliminated from further ac- 
tion two bouts later. 

Chris Chechile lost his first two matches 
wrestling from an unseeded hole at 112 pounds 
and was eliminated. Chechile wrestled well at 103 
this season and stepped up to challenge team- 
mate Alex Gomez at 112 so that he could par- 
ticipate in the tournament. 

The Brownies will send 10 kids to the State 
Tournament with five number-one seeds, four 
number-two seeds, and one third seed.
